WILMINGTON - One of the many ways to cel- 
ebrate Wilmington’s 275th Anniversary is to 
cheer on the runners of Wilmington’s First Half 
Marathon. Beginning at 10:00 a.m. on Sunday, 
September ..25th, the 13-mile course weaving 
through Wilmington will start and end at RMA 
Fitness Center on 355 Middlesex Avenue.

Contaminated site could be pro- 
posed for National Priority List 
this month

WILMINGTON The contaminated Olin 
Chemical site, located at 51 Eames Street, may be 
on the fast track to being named to the 
Environmental Protection Age! s (EPA) 
National Priorities List (NPL). According to a 
letter sent to Governor Mitt Romney from EPA 
Regional Administrator Robert Varney, the site 
may be proposed for listing as early as this 
month. 

Romney had previously, at the behest of State 
Representative James Miceli, written to Varney 
requesting such action. 

“EPA in New England is working with EPA 
Headquarters to facilitate proposal of the Olin 
Chemical facility in Wilmington to the NPL at the 
earliest possible opportunity,” Varney states in his 
letter to Romney, “We are hopeful that the site 
will be proposed to the NPL as part of the next 
NPL Update, currently anticipated to be pub- 
lished in September 2005.” 

Varney’s letter is dated August 29, 2005 and was 
received at the Governor's office on September 1, 
2005. 

The site has been under the jurisdiction of the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) since contamination was dis- 
covered more than a decade ago. Contamination 
on the site has infiltrated the groundwater and

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
has long been known as the 
home of the Baldwin Apple, but 
the fruit was not always known 
by that name. 

The apple was discovered in 
Wilmington by William Butters, 
living in the house on Chestnut 
Street, which is presently at 
risk of demolition. That house 
was built by William Butter IT 
in 1682 or 1683. 

Fourteen members of the 
Butters family fought in the 
Revolutionary War, including 
Minuteman William Butters, 
who fought the British at 
Merriam’s Corner. Exactly 
which William Butters discov- 
ered the apple is something 
that this writer is not prepared 


the army, and commanded 
troops under bombardment at 
Chelsea. He was promoted to 

lieutenant colonel, and finally a 
colonel. He was ordered to New 
York, arriving there in April 
1776. He remained there for 
nearly a year, and was chief 
engineer for Gen. Washington. 
Living in a tent, he became ill 
as the winter approached. His 
last military involvement was 
apparently at the Battle of 
Trenton. 

He was discharged from the 
Army in January 1777 and 
returned to his family in 
Woburn. His daughter had died 
while he was serving in the 
army. 

Col. Baldwin then became a 
distinguished civil engineer, 


Col. Baldwin served Woburn 
in several capacities, and was 
on a great many committees 
He was the representative in 
the General Court in 1777, 78, 79 
and 80. In 1780, he was appoint- 
ed High Sheriff of Middlesex 
County. 

He also conducted many sci- 
entific experiments, and in 
1786, was elected a Fellow of 
the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences. He published two 
a les on lightning = in 
‘ademy publications. 

Col. Baldwin was an early 
promoter of the Middlesex 
Canal, built in the 1790s and 
early 1800s, which provided a 
vital link for commerce 
between Boston and Lowell 
Baldwin, of course, was the 


Samuel Thompson found the 
Butters apple tree, and told Col. 
Baldwin of it 

Col. Baldwin took cuttings 
from the tree and grafted it to 
other root stock, which gives a 
true reproduction of apple vari- 
eties. Baldwin was so enthusi- 
astic about this apple that he 
gave it wide promotion. 

During Col. Baldwin's life- 
time, the apple continued to be 
known as the Butters Apple, as 
well as the Thompson Apple, 
for the surveyor, and the 
Woodpecker or Pecker Apple, a 
name given by Mr. Butters. 

There are two versions of the 
naming of the apple. 
Thompson wrote that long after 
Col. Baldwin's death, it came to 
be known as the Baldwin apple,

Many federal agencies like 
the Social Security 
Administration (SSA) and the 
Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid, as well as Elder 
Affairs, will disseminate mate- 
rials containing Medicare Part 
D information and sign-up,” 
Elder Affairs Secretary 
Jennifer Davis Carey said in 
the advisory. “It is importants 
for elders to keep in mind that 
the SSA already has your per- 
sonal information, like your 
Social Security number, and 
will not ask you for this infor- 
mation over the telephone. Be 
extra vigilant against callers 
asking for this information.” 

Last May, Social Security 
mailed 20 million applications 
to seniors who they believe may 
be eligible to receive a pre- 
scription drug benefit through 
a Medicare-approved program 
(‘Extra Help”). Beginning in 
September, the administration 
will begin contacting seniors 
who have not yet responded to 
the application to determine 
whether they want to partici- 
pate. 

State Medicare _ officials 
advise seniors to be aware that 
under no circumstance will 
Social Security representatives 
call a senior to request their 
Social Security number. 

“If you get a call from some- 
one asking for your financial or 
medical information over the 
phone, just hang up,” the advi- 
sory suggested, adding the fed- 
eral government has not autho- 
rized anyone to seek con- 
sumers' financial or medical 
information over the phone in 
connection with the™ prescrip- 
tion drug program. 

Companies offering a new 
Medicare-approved drug plan 
can begin marketing their pro- 
grams to seniors beginning Oct. 
1, though seniors cannot offi- 
cially enroll until Nov. 15. 
Companies that try to enroll 
seniors before that date or 
charge an enrollment fee are 
likely part of a scam. 

The new drug benefit is a vol- 
untary program beginning Jan. 
1, 2006. There are no penalties 
for not participating. 

Do not give any account infor- 
mation to people who call 
requesting it, including bank 
numbers, credit card informa- 
tion, and Medicare numbers. 
Companies working with 
Medicare are prohibited from 
selling products door-to-door, 
though they are allowed to call 
seniors to tell them about their 
plans. Companies cannot 
enroll seniors in a drug plan or 
ask them to pay for a plan over 
the phone or on the Internet, 
unless seniors are adding pre- 
scription drug coverage to a 
Medicare Advantage Plan or 
other Medicare Health Plan 
they already participate in. 

Finally, officials. urge seniors 
to contact Social Security 
directly if they believe they 
have been targeted by a scam 
at: www.ssa.gov/oig/hotline or 
by calling 1-800-447-8477.

A small portion of the 
site overlaps the Maple 
Meadow Landfill and a small 
portion runs into Woburn by the 
Municipal Landfill 

In 1953 a chemical manufac- 
turing facility was constructed 
at Olin's current location on 
Eames Street and was subse- 
quently owned and operated by 
at least three different compa- 
nies prior to Olin’s purchase of 
the property in 1980. 

The facility primarily manu- 
factured chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxidants 
and other specialty chemicals 
for the rubber and plastics 
industry and generated liquid 
waste which was disposed of 
onsite. 

Wastewater was not the only 
form of contamination intro- 
duced to the site. Drums con- 
taining organic chemicals were 
buried on the property and 
there are reports of spills of 
leaks of various chemicals.

* Silas Brown of Wilmington had 
sent the magazine a copy of a 
rertificate he had obtained 
from Simeon Butters, whose 
‘father was James Butters, The 
article said that James Butters 
was the son of the William 
Butters who discovered the 
apple. 

Simeon Butters stated that the 
original tree ceased to bear 
fruit about 1822, and that his 
grandfather, who planted the 

* fee, had died about 30 years 
<,,@arlier, a very aged man, 

* ‘The inscription on the 
*"Baldwin Apple Monument 
~" relates that the original tree 
.. fell in a gale in 1815. 

The Wilmington book of 
births, marriages and deaths 


does not list the death of a 
William Butters during that 
period. The book was compiled 
about 100 years ago by James 
Kelley. The fact that the death 
is not listed only means that 
Kelley could not find reference 
to it.

ind began a new life in 
Wilmington. Though Rose died 
in 1994, the family recalls her 
words about leaving their home 
in Arlington and how happy she 
‘as because they were, “Making 
way for God's house.” 

This past Saturday, Vicky took 
time out from the farm stand to 
share some of her family memo- 
ries, 

You know there is no letter Y 
in the Italian language, so it's a 
lunny story how we ended up 
with the name Yentile,” Vicky 
said with a smile. “When Dad 
came through Ellis Island, he 
\as put in a line under the letter 
G because his last name was 
Gentile. The line was very long 
under the letter 
ed he would go 
there was hardly any line at all - 
under the letter ‘Y’. The people 
at Ellis Island thought his paper- 
work was a mistake, so ever 
since then, we were Yentile.” 

A large four-bedroom farm 
house, twenty-eight acres of land 
along Lowell Street, a few cows, 
pigs and goats started what was 
to become a Wilmington land- 
mark for more than seventy 
years. 

“We didn’t have much, but we 
were the happiest children in the 
world,” Vicky recalls, “Every 
Wednesday, all the neighbors 
would take their children to the 
Strand Theater on Main Street. 
y went to get the ruby glass- 
s and plates that were the give- 
aways. Then the shows were 
only 10 cents! We sang songs all 
the way, it’s a wonderful memo- 
ry 

Though they were happy, the 
Yentile’s lives were not easy. 
Rocco worked full time for the 
Boston and Maine Railroad 
working the 11:00 p.m to 7:00 
a.m. shift. Then he would come 
home and work beside his wife 
and children on the farm, eat 
supper and be in bed by 5:30 p.m. 
He was up and at the train sta- 
tion by 10:00 p.m. to catch the 
ain to Boston. He did this day 
i ind year after year. 


the farm long after they were 
grown up with families of their 
own, but it was Joe Yentile that 
started the farm stand as. we 
know it today, 

“Joe took money from his own 
pocket and built the greenhouses 
about ten years after Dad died in 
" Vicky said. “Finally, there 
were ten greenhouses in all. My 
brother Joe was the backbone of 
this farm.” Vicky's eyes filled 
with emotion. “He worked here 
until his death two years ago. 
We were very close and I miss 
him.” 

A large stainless steel sink 
stands in what was once part of 
the farm stand. Vicky pointed to 
the sink, “I can still see Joe at 
this sink washing and packing 
vegetables for the government 
during World War II. The gov. 
ernment would send the orders 
and we would fill them.” 

Vicky took a geranium from 
her brother Joe’s grave last year 
to keep it from freezing. Instead 
of putting the plant back on the 
grave, Vicky decided to keep it at 
the farm in memory of her 
beloved brother who, “gave to 
everyone but himself.” 

Except for Joe, the Yentile sib- 
lings had other jobs besides 
working the farm. Terry put it 
best when asked about how she 
felt seeing the farm go, “I will 
wake up on November ist and 
for the first time in seventy-one 
years,-ask-myself, “Where-do-f 
go’ 

According to Vicky, there is 
one member of Yentile in partic- 
ular that may be missed more 
than any of the others. Vicky 
pointed to Maxine, a ‘cham- 
pagne-colored Bichon dog with 
tiny bows in her furry ears lan- 


guishing in a pillowed bed beside 
the register. Vicky said that peo- 
ple would bring their own dogs 
in to visit Maxine and that she 
had a bigger following than the 
farm. 

The remnants of their life as 
farmers and merchants are 
being sold on a first come first 
serve basis. If you are in the 
market for any farm or yard 
equipment, please feel free to 
stop by and browse through all 
the items for sale including the 
greenhouses, tractors, truc! 
cement blocks, tools, rakes, hoes, 
shovels, calibrators, and a 
machine for washing lettuce. 
Even Joe’s famous stainless 
steel sink is for sale. Along with 
the all of the farm items, there is 
a family of cats with a small kit- 
ten. They all need a home. The

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Wildcat athletic teams back to cause havoc in CAL 


Football players hoping 
to continue magical ride

It'll be a season that won't 
and shouldn’t be forgotten any- 
time soon. Last year the 
Wilmington High football team 
became the first to record 11 
wins in a season, the first to go 
undefeated in the regular sea- 
son since 1972, the first to reach 
the playoffs since ‘76 and the 
first team since 1983-'84 to beat 
Tewksbury on consecutive 
Turkey Day Games. 

Wilmington rode the offensive 
wave last year scoring 340 
points and having 3,819 total 
yards of offense. The ‘Cats fea- 
tured the top QB/WR duo in the 
area as Joe Herra and Sean 
Murphy connected for 14 touch- 
downs through the air. 

And while the two of them got 
many of the headlines last year, 
the ‘Cats displayed a tremen- 
dous team effort, especially 
down the stretch with memo- 
rable victories against 
Pentucket, Masconomet and 
North Andover which took 
away the four year streak of 
league titles by Pentucket. 

Those wins also put the ‘Cats 
into the Division 2A., playoffs 
where they faced a very good 
Hingham team, who came 
away with a 38-20 victory last 
November. 

Several big contributors to 
that team are gone, but most of 
the core from that roster 
return, including a starting 
offensive and defensive eleven 
consisting of eight seniors on 


every team is good. Every 
team has improved and every 
team is good. 

“The top four teams are 


loaded. Everyone is better. 
North Andover is loaded, 
Masconomet is __ loaded, 
Pentucket is loaded, Triton 
should be very good, 


Newburyport has improved, 
Ipswich has improved, 
Hamilton-Wenham has 
improved and Lynnfield has 
improved. 

“Everyone has gotten better.

Last year the team remained 
pretty healthy for the entire 
year which was a big cog in the 
success since most of the ath- 
letes played on both sides of the 
ball, Another key was so many 
different players stepped up 
from game to game. Sure Herra 
was consistent and delivered 
many times in the clutch, but 
on the ground guys like Zack 
Mayo, Stephen Downs and Rich 
Barry all had monstrous indi- 
vidual performances at big 
times, while defensively there 
seemed to be a different hero 
each and every week. 

Almeida stressed last year 
that the team had to take it 
practice by practice, play by 
play and game by game and it 
worked very well. Is the same

Herra, Ryan Olivieri, 
Zack Vahey and Greg Stewart 
make up the secondary. 

Offensively the team should 
certainly put up a lot of points.

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Sully returns from serious injury

Over the years there's certain- 
ly been many strange injuries to 
athletes. Just this year Colorado 
Rockies baseball player Clint 
Barmes was out six months 
because he injured himself car- 
rying groceries up a flight of 
stairs. As bizarre as that was, 
certainly the one Brian Sullivan 
went through during a routine 
drill on the practice field at 
North Intermediate School last 
October ranks right up there. 

“We were doing a drill and 
(Rick Fudge and I) were going 
after the ball and he went to 
kick it and he missed and got 
my knee instead,” explained 
Sully. 

From there, Sullivan asked 
head coach Steve Scanlon if he 
could sit down for a minute. He 
wasn't in gruesome pain but he 
didn’t feel all that comfortable 
either. 

Assistant coach Chip Bruce 
then came over and looked at 
the knee and told Sully that he 
should go see a doctor for a bet- 
ter look. Sully took that advice, 
hoped in his car and drove to 
the hospital where he found out 
that a simple mishap on a drill 
turned into a severely broken 
kneecap. 

“I didn’t think it was broken at 
the time,” he said. “It was 
swollen pretty good and I was 
able to drive.” 

The doctor told Sullivan that 
he broke his patella, the bottom 
half of his knees into eight 
pieces. Two days later he was in 
surgery and out for the remain- 
der of last year’s season. 

“They took out the pieces of 
the knee and they ended up 
drilling three holes into it so I 


From late October until April 
of last year, Sullivan did exten- 
sive physical therapy. He went 
to former Wilmington High soc- 
cer player Matt McManus, who 
works at Bay State Wellness 
Center in Woburn. There 
Sullivan said, his knee had to be 
strengthen 

“I went mostly twice a week 
over six months and Matt did a 
great job,” he said. “I just need- 
ed the knee to be strengthen 
again and to be honest I think 
my knee and my leg is stronger 
now than it ever was before. I 


can tell just by Bay the 
ball.” 

Sullivan started back on the 
field playing in spring and sum- 
mer leagues and is now one of 
the three captains for : this 
year’s team, who open play up 
on Tuesday. 

As if it’s not hard enough to 
return after basically losing an 
entire year due to injury, Sully 
has several very hard tasks 
ahead of him.

New coach takes over the 
prestigious golf program

Talk about having big shoes to 
fill. The guy who took over for 
Vince Lombardi as head coach 
of the Green Bay Packers prob- 
ably didn’t have as much to live 
up to as Mike Rowinski. 
Rowinski is the new head coach 
of the Wilmington High golf 
team, and those who know him 
and know his coaching ability 
will tell you that he will likely 
be far more successful than 
Phil Bengston was when he 
took over Lombardi’s Packers. 

Rowinski takes over the 
Wildcats this season, replacing 
legendary coach Al Fessenden, 
who in his 20 years as head 
coach won one state champi- 
onship and two sectional titles 
while also making five straight 
appearances in the state tour- 
nament. Fessenden also went 
out with a bang last season, 
leading the Wildcats to a per- 
fect 120 record, a Cape Ann 
League championship and a 
three way tie for the sectional 
title. 

“Absolutely there is a little 
pressure involved,” Rowinski 
said. “I am stepping into some 
big shoes. The kids have some 
huge expectations for this sea- 
son and so do I.” 

And Rowinski certainly isn’t 
complaining about the situation 
he is stepping into. 

“It's a nice situation to walk 
into,” Rowinski said. “Usually 
when there is a turn over in 
coaches it is because a pro- 
gram is struggling, but that is 
certainly not the case here. I 
just hope to keep the program 
going the way it has been.” 

This is Rowinski’s first time 
coaching golf, but he brings 
both plenty of coaching experi- 
ence and plenty of golfing expe- 
rience with him to the job. 
Rowinski has coached at either 
the high school or college level 


Detroit. 

But with his wife still having 
ties back here in 
Massachusetts and one of their 
daughters attending college 
back here, the couple decided 
to come back north and 
Rowinski will now hope to add 
to a great winning tradition 
with the Wilmington golf pro- 
gram. 

Rowinski will also be teaching 
at Saugus High, while coaching 
baseball at Georgetown High 
School. 

“It’s nice to be back here,” 
Rowinski said. “It took a year 
off from coaching, and I am 
very excited to be back into it.” 

Rowinski, an avid golfer him- 
self, has taught golf all along 
the way. This is his first time 
coaching golf however, and he 
acknowledges that there is a 
difference between the two. 

“The biggest difference is that 
when you are teaching it you 
are dealing with people without 
fundamentals,” Rowinski said. 
“When you are coaching you 
are dealing with people who 
have the fundamentals, but you 
can help refine them.”

Rowinski says is the day to day 
aspect of coaching as opposed 
to giving the occasional lesson. 

“You have to help the kids to 
keep focus and to keep grind- 
ing,” Rowinski said. “When 
coaching you know there will 
be some bad days, but when 
you're giving lessons you don’t 
have that. That's why my phi- 
losophy as a coach is to take 
things one shot at a time.” 

Rowinski is obviously very 
familiar with coaching young 
athletes, so that has been a 
smooth transition for him, but 
coming into a new town, espe- 
cially one where the departing 
coach was so successful could 
be very difficult. Thankfully, 
he has had some help along the 
way in that regard. 

“Al has been very cooperative 
with me and Chris Carter at 
our home course at Hillview 
has made me and the kids feel 
so welcome,” Rowinski said. 
“Everyone has been great to 
us.”

The Wilmington High golf 
team enters this season amid a 
major change at the top, but 
the core of the team remains 
the same and that should go a 
long way toward helping the 
Wildcats make another run for 
the top of the Cape Ann 
League standings this season. 

Last season, under coach Al 
Fessenden the Wildcats com- 
pleted a perfect 12-0 regular 
season, earning the Cape Ann 
League title and finished in a 
three way tie for the North 
Sectional championship before 
finishing third on a tiebreaker. 

Fessenden will*not be back, 
retiring at the end of last sea- 
son after a brilliant 20-year 
career, While Fessenden has 
moved on, a great group of 
returning players has 
returned, giving the Wildcats 
and coach Mike Rowinski a 
great opportunity to keep their 
great run going. 

“Our top four or five players 
aré very strong.

Leading the way among the 
top players for the Wildcats 
will be senior Zach Ungvarsky. 
Ungvarsky had a sensational 
season last year, and contin- 
ued his remarkable year after 
the high school season ended, 
qualifying for the Junior World 
Golf Championships after win- 
ning the championship at the 
United States Challenge Cup 
regional qualifier. 

Rowinski knows that in his 
senior captain, he has a one of 
a kind talent on his roster. 


“It looks like he is going to 
the University of Hartford next 
year and you don’t get that far 
without a lot of talent,” 
Rowinski said. “You absolutely 
can't replace the type of tour- 
nament experience that he has 
gotten.” 

Following Ungvarsky in the 
top five for the Wildcats are 
junior Jason Evans and 
seniors Alex Montalato, Jeff 
Youngelaus and Jeff Dimare. 
As with Ungvarsky, Rowinski 
feels the work these players 
did once last season ended will 
be the biggest determining fac- 
tor in how well they will per- 
form this season. 

“Jason must have played 
over 50 rounds of golf this 
summer, and Jeff played 
almost as much,” Rowinski 
said. “In basketball, they are 
called gym rats, these kids are 
golf rats.” 

That kind of off season dedi- 
cation is vital given the timing 
of the golf season, says 

“Golf is unique. In football at 
the start of the season you are 
doing a lot of conditioning, and 
in baseball you get in the bat- 
ting cage at first,” Rowinski 
said. “In golf, you have to 
come in at the peak of your 
game.” 

While these five players will 
have a major impact on where 
the Wildcats finish this season, 
they will not hold the biggest 
key to the team's chances, 
according to Rowinski. 

“The story won't be the top 
players because we know they 
are going to do well. I will be 
players six, seven and eight,” 
Rowinski said. “We are look- 
ing for some of the younger 
kids to step up. That will be 
the name of the game.” 


Some of those younger siiy: 
ers that Rowinski is counting 
on are junior Brandon 
Sheehan, sophomores Alan 
Dowley, Charlie Waitt and Tim 
Cushing and freshmen Mike 
Charicosta and Brandon 
Anderson. 

“Between those guys, we 
need a few of them to step up 
and produce,” Rowinski said. 
“I like what I have seen so far. 
Some of the young kids don't 
have the distance yet, but they 
are keeping the ball in play 
and scoring.” 

Of those young players, it is 
the freshman Charicosta that 
has stood out the most so far. 

“I have been very impressed 
with Mike,” Rowinski said. 
“He could be in our top eight 
players. He is going to be a 
very good golfer in the years to 
come.” 

The Wildcats are probably 
the favorite to come away with 
another league title, but they 
will also face some tough com- 
petition to retain that crown as 
every other member of the 
league will be gunning for 
them.

He 
got me to really pump my legs 
out, drive and being mentally 
prepared for the games.” 

Mentally Haepers said is the 
toughest part since he’s a two- 
way lineman who is in almost 
every play of the game, while 
he gets his aches and pains. 
And does it for a team that 
went undefeated last year for 
the first time since 1972. 

“You get tired but when that 
happens you have to step it up 
and just toughen up,” said 
Haepers. “I like defense the 
best because I just to go out 
and nail people.” 

After being a part of the 
team’s magical ride of becom- 
ing the first team in school his- 
tory to win 11 games in a sea- 
son, there's a big dartboard 
with the Wildcat logo located in 
many teams locker rooms, and 
Haepers is the first to point 
that out. 

“We have a lot of guys back 
from last year. Our offensive 
line has been coming together. 
We're not the biggest group but 
we get the job done. We have a 
couple of good running backs 
and our fullback Stephen 
Downs is out with an injury and 
we don’t know when he'll be 
back so everyone's going to 
have to pick it up. Everyone 
saw Stephen's injury and just 
said ‘wow this is our senior 


Last year the defense gave up 
183 points in 12 games, an 
average of 15.3 points per 
game.

year and we have to all step it 
up’. 

“(Last year’s) seniors were 
great. Whenever we were down 
they just brought us all togeth- 
er and did a great job.

Experience and stats 
back up big potential

It was an offense that scored 
340 points in 12 games, mixing 
in 2,643 yards on the ground 
and 1,133 yards in the air 
including 20 TD passes. It was a 
dynamic offense and most of 
that unit is back again this 


year. 

On Saturday afternoon, the 
Wilmington High football team 
will travel to Hamilton- 
Wenham for the season opener. 
Led by an incredible offensive 
attack, the ‘Cats are hoping to 
continue last year’s success 
which led them to an 11-0 regu- 
lar season record and a trip to 
the Division 2A playoffs for the 
first time since 1976. In order 
for the wins to pile up once 
again this fall, many things 
have to fall in place, including 
the offense. 

“It’s coming together,” said 
head coach Bob Almeida. “We 
have some real strong skills 
and we have a lot of returning 
players back from last year. 
The line has done pretty well. 
We were missing Matt Marden 
who was at band camp during 
one of the scrimmages; but the 
two guards are returning, and 
Mike Fields has been a sur- 
prise at right tackle so far. Nick 
Hogan is at left tackle and he's 
getting better each day. 

“The offensive line has been 
coming together and should 
continue that way. But we lost a 
great left tackle in Brennan 
Jones and our tight end 
(Robbie Gillis) and Kyle 
Borseti’s trying to fill that void. 
He's been improving and he’s 
getting better with the run and 
he’s been working hard. And 
(quarterback Joe) Herra’s arm 
I think looks even stronger than 
it did last year.” 

The quarterbacks, running 
backs -and wide receivers 
always get the glory but offense 
revolves around the guys in the 
trenches, who open up holes, 
who give the players protection 
and who get roughed up and 
dirty hardly being noticed. The 
down linemen on the right side 
include tackle Fields (6-1, 295) 
and Mike Haepers at guard (6- 
1, 205) while the left side con- 
sists of Marden (5-8, 185) at 
guard and Hogan (5-10, 205) at 
tackle. 

There are some questions 
heading into this season on the 
offensive line but Almeida likes 
what he sees thus far. 

“(Mike) Fields and (Nick) 
Hogan were penciled in as 
starters last year but both of 
them got hurt in the preseason 
and were basically lost for the 
entire season,” said the coach. 
“They both lost their junior 
seasons. They are seniors now 
but they don’t have all that 
much experience coming in. 
The inexperience at the tackle 


And we're struggling to find a 
nose guard and we have to 
sure that up.” 

Without two starters named 
on tlie five man front, Almeida 
now has to find a body to 
replace Downs, the team’s big 
linebacker who will be out for 
several weeks with a knee 
injury. ; 

“(Newcomer Kyle) Borseti 
has been coming along at line- 
backer and Downs was played 
very well before he got hurt 
and Haepers has been out- 
standing,” said Almeida. 
“With Haepers and Sean 
Murphy on that left side, it’s 
going to be very hard for 
teams to run to that side 
because they just shut people 
down.” 

He does have one thought of 
who will replace Downs for the 
immediate future. 

“Mike Laffarello is going to 
have to step up taking over for 
Downs at linebacker,” said 
Almeida. “He’s played well in 
the preseason but he’s going to 
have to step up and get it done 
for us. He’s inexperienced and 
we're going to try to get him a 
lot of playing time (in the next 
scrimmage) but we foresee 
him as the starting linebacker 


positions is a concern but 
Fields is ahead of schedule and 
is doing very well and Hogan is 
doing alright and continues to 
get better.” 

Nate Clarkin, a 6-foot-4, 260 
pounder, is very inexperienced 
but has a lot of potential could 
see time on the line; while Mike 
Johnson and Brendan 
DeMango give the team depth. 

As for the guys who can 
carry, throw or catch the ball, 
most of the same players who 
chalked up the stats from last 
year are returning. Senior 
quarterback Joe Herra is back 
for his fourth straight season as 
the signal caller, while it’s the 
fifth straight year a Herra has 
been the QB as he followed his 
brother Mike. Last year Joe 
Herra completed 56 of 129 pass- 
es for 1,133 yards including 19 
TD passes and 11 interceptions. 

“Joey's really throwing the 
ball very well,” said Almeida. 
“I really believe he’s the best 
passer in the entire state. I 
don’t know if there’s anyone 
else in the state who throws a 
better ball than he does. He 
really throws the ball like a 
Division 1 or Division 1AA col- 
lege kid. If someone saw what 
he.was doing in the 7-on-7 
scrimmage we had against 
Woburn you wouldn’t believe it. 
(Woburn coach) Rocky Nelson 
chased Joey down at the water 
cooler to tell him how unbeliev- 
able he’s throwing the football. 

“He throws the ball like a big 
time kid. He’s 5-foot-9 which I 
think limits him from being 
recruited by Division 1 colleges 
but he can throw the ball with 
anybody with any level.” 

Herra’s favorite target is his 
longtime pal Sean Murphy. The 
6-foot-2, 220 pound three-sport 
athlete caught 14 of Herra’s 19 
touchdowns last year while in 
all he had 28 receptions for 614 
yards. Junior Greg Stewart 
lines up as the other wide 
receiver and he’s taken over for 
the graduated Joe Mayo. Kyle 
Borseti gets the nod at tight 
end taking over for Robbie 
Gillis, who also graduated. 

“We're basically running the 
same (offensive schemes) as 
we did last year and we're mix- 
ing in a few wrinkles,” said 
Almeida. “We're getting our 
tight end more involved with 
the passing game and we're 
doing a little bit more with the 
one back stuff when it comes to 
passing. We're looking to do 
more combination routes with 
the passing game which 
requires more pass protection 
and less with the three drop 
step. 

“Our big play in the preseason 
has been the backside post and 
we've hit that four or fives 
times for touchdowns in the 
preseason es. so far 
all over 50 yards. It gives Joey 


in the opener against 
Hamilton-Wenham. Downs was 
playing exceptionally well and 
his loss is certainly very sub- 
stantial. I feel bad because 
he’s worked very hard and this 
will really hurt our defense.” 
In the secondary, Herra who 
“just continues to amaze me; 
he makes dive tackles at the 
line of scrimmage,” said 


a chance to air it out and it gets 
people off of him too so teams 
don’t load up on the line.” 

Running the ball shouldn’t be 
a problem this season but one 
problem has already arrived. 
Starting fullback Stephen 
Downs, who was the team’s 
leading rusher last year with 96 
carries for 562 yards and 5 
touchdowns, went down with a 
knee injury. Almeida said he 
would be out at least three 
weeks and didn’t know the 
prognosis from there. That loss 
is huge, since" Downs is proba- 
bly better at blocking than he is 
at running the ball. 

Filling in for Downs will be 
sophomore Matt Brooks, a 5-10, 
175 pounder who dominated 
games at the sub varsity level. 
He'll now take some carries 
and block for the team’s two 
tailbacks, Zack Mayo and Rich 
Barry. Mayo was explosive in 
the second half of the season 
and he ended up with 76 carries 
for 554 yards and 8 touchdowns. 
Barry played only a handful of 
games during the middle of last 
season and went down with a 
back injury. He had several 
100+ yard rushing games and 
ended the season with 34 car- 
ries for 364 yards and 5 touch- 
downs in limited action. 

Herra by the way also con- 
tributed very heavily with his 
legs rushing the ball 99 times 
for 544 yards and 7 touchdowns. 
Counting Downs, Herra, Mayo 
and Barry, the four of them 
combined to rush for 2,021 
yards and rush in 25 scores, 
“Both Rich Barry and Zack 
Mayo are dinged up a little bit 
and we're trying to get them 
healthy,” said Almeida. “Barry 
cramped up a little in-double 
sessions and he has a tender 
ankle, and Mayo is also dinged: 
up. When you scrimmage and 
have double sessions you're 
going to get dinged up and 
we're hoping after (last. 
Friday’s) scrimmage _ that, 
they'll be OK. 

“Brooks I’m hoping will shine. 
He had a tryout defensively 
and it wasn’t all that successful 
at this point in time but one 
thing he does very well is carry 
the football. He’s a threat at: 
fullback with Downs out and. 
(Matt) is working on his block- 
ing. I love our tailbacks. I'll 
match them up with any team 
we go up against and I’ll take 
the ones we have. We're really. 
solid there, 

“Between the passing game, 
the backs we have, the line is 
coming together and working 
pretty hard so I think we can be 
pretty talented there.

Aalerud said. “Sometimes dur- 
ing the year you will find that 
others are better leaders than 
the actual captains, But I think 
coach Costabile made some 
great choices with the captains 
we have and they will do a 
great job.” 

Whatever happens this sea- 
son, Aalerud knows he will part 
of a team with great chemistry, 
part of which is derived from 
the hard work he and his team- 
mates put in together in the off 
season. 

“About halfway through the 
summer a lot of guys start to go 
out and run and work out 
together and get prepared to 
play football,” Aalerud said.

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Finding parents for children 
in need of love 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


For many reasons, married 
couples and single people find 
the need for children in their 
lives to add a sense of fulfill- 
ment. However, the adoption 
process is rife with complica- 
tions, myths and misconcep- 
tions, which the Massachusetts 
Adoption Resource Exchange 
(MARE) has been fighting for 
just under 50 years to over- 
come. 

The agency has found sever- 
al effective ways to overcome 
the obstacles to forming a fam- 
ily, such as the Wednesday's 
Child program long hosted by 
WBZ-TV's Jack Williams; the 
Heart Gallery (part of a 
nationwide program), which 
matches single children and 
sibling groups with profession- 
al photographers to provide a 
traveling picture wall; and 
adoption parties, which are a 
great way for people on all 
sides of the issue to get much 
needed information. 

“We tailor the parties so 
that they are in fun and excit- 
ing venues,” MARE Director of 
Programs and Recruitment 
Tracy M. Seatterday said. “The 
party is a way to get prospec- 
tive parents-with parents in 
various stages of the adoption 
process and with children 
(ready for adoption), and case 


workers.” 

The next scheduled party is 
on Saturday, September 10 at 
Kids Playground, 15 Normac 
Road, Woburn, from 9 a.m. to 
ll a.m. People who wish to 
explore the process on an infor- 
mation only basis might be 
interested in the General 
Information Meeting sponsored 
by the Cambridge Family and 
Child-ren's Service on 
Thursday, September 8, 
between 6:30 - 8:30 p.m. at-60 
Gore Street in East Cambridge.

Although the children at the 
Adoption Party know why they 
are there, Scatterday stressed, 
“This is in no way a case of 
parents coming to choose a 
child. We look at it as a way for 
the children to pick the type of 
parent they want.” 

It is also a chance for 
prospective parents to realign 
their thoughts on adoption. 
Many people have a precon- 
ceived notion of what they 
think they want, but it might 
not be a good fit. 

According to Scatterday, 
“Parents would want to adopt a 
four to six year old girl. Then 
they come to an adoption party 
and play basketball with a 10 
year-old boy and find that is 
what they want.”

She added, “We try to create 
the spark for a good match.” 

According to the agency's 
information package, “Founded 
in 1957, MARE was one of the 
first five adoption exchanges in 
the United States. It was the 
only exchange to be established 
under private auspices with 
trustees from the private and 
public sectors of adoption. 

“For more than 45 years, 
MARE has helped to find adop- 
tive homes for more than 5,000 
children and has receiyed 
national recognition for its ini- 
tiatives.” 

Scatterday noted that the 
adoption parties have been 
responsible for 30 to 40 percent 
of the agency's average 120 to 
150 adoptions per year. Part of 
the success of the party is that 
case workers are on hand to 
show the prospective parents 
just how much support they 
will be afforded before, during 
and after the process. 

The party is only a begin- 
ning. One reason parents will 
not walk out with a prospective 
child is the fact they must go 


through a strict procedure that 
includes an eight week MAPPs 
(Massachusetts Approach to 
Partnerships and Parenting) 
program. These are provided 
by Massachusetts Department 
of Social Services (DSS) certi- 
fied agencies such as 
Tewksbury's United Homes for 
Children. 

For those parents that have 
already gone through the pro- 
gram, the case worker can 
start the process of approving 
for adoption, including home 
visits. 

Once the prospective par- 
ents have gone through the 
MAPPS training, then the 
process of matching the parent 
to a child or children can start. 
At this point the case worker 
would refer the parent back to 
MARE 

There are over 118,000 chil- 
dren ready for adoption 
throughout the country. About 
1,000 of this state's 3,000 chil- 
dren, who are part of the DSS 
foster care system, are legally 
free for adoption.

The only sound of thunder 
associated with this celluloid 
abomination is created by Ed

ity of these children are ages 
six and older, children of color 
of all ages, sibling groups, chil- 
dren with intellectual, emotion- 
al or physical difficulties or dis- 
abilities, and children at legal 
risk 

“MARE works with DSS and 
private agencies that contract 
with DSS to find permanent, 
loving homes for these chil- 
dren.” 


Because MARE is an active 
member of the nationwide ini- 
tiative,. “AdeptUsKid,” they 
could soon be adding children 
who are victims of Hurricane 
Katrina to their list. Scatterday 
noted that the responsible 
agencies in those states will go 
through a very thorough 
process of first trying to unite 


those children with surviving 
family or close friends. * 

Because of the large number 
of children that are seeking to 
become a part of a family, the 
regulations for who can be 
adoptive parents, although 
strict, are very liberal in Massa- 
chusetts. The state allows for 
single parents, unmarried cou- 
ples and gay or lesbian people 
to adopt. 

“Single parent adoption is on 
the rise here and nationwide,” 
Scatterday said. “It has been 
mostly women, but we are start- 
ing to see a lot of men.” 

She noted that some social 
workers are seeking single 
adopters to provide a one on 


one relationship, in certain 
cases it works better for the 
child's welfare. 

Owning your own home is 
not a requirement as renters 
can also adopt. There is no min- 
imum income level either, 
although prospective parents do 
have to have a stable income. 

Scatterday said, “There is a 
lot of flexibility.” 

‘ help facilitate this, MARE 
hosts matching meetings for 
social workers and single 
prospective adoptive parents 
with approved home-studies. An 
experienced single adoptive 
parent is always invited to 
share his or her story and pro- 
vide information on resources. 

Social workers present spe- 
cific waiting children through 
verbal descriptions, pictures, 
videos and other methods. 

Another program _ that 
MARE conducts is the “Child of 
the Month. In this program, 
newspapers, including Middle- 
sex East, will print the picture 
of a child in foster care who is 
actively seeking to be adopted.
